Pakistan Activities: 

HOPE VILLAGE 

SCHOOL: 

In Hope village secondary School education is going according to the Afghan 
government curriculum. Third term examination was held on dated 21-01-2004. 
In January HCI Executive director also visited hope village School. Laboratory was 
equipped with necessary Lab. Tools for the science classes. 

For coming four months stationeries. I.e. note books, pens, pencils, sharpener, rubber, 
ink, were distributed among the students. On dated 30-01-2004 the school was closed 
for Bid holidays as well as winter vocation up to 9-02-2004. 

At the beginning of the year 703 students have enrolled their names, but due to 
repatriation some 161 students went with their families to Afghanistan. 

Result of the third term examination is as follows. 

Total students participated in exam = 542 

a. Passed (successful) = 420 

b. Failed students =122 

From 542 children 28 went to Afghanistan in January & February 2004. 
Annual examination 

The annual examination of the year 2004 was started from 04/05/2004. And finished 
on 28/05/2004. 

The result announcement on 31/05/2004. 

Prizes were distributed among 1'^ position holders, and result sheets were given to 
each student. 

Summer vocation was started from 1'^ June to 31'^ August 2004. 
Two copies of the results send to Afghan consulate and ministry of education of 
Afghanistan. During the summer vocation 25 students moved to Afghanistan with 
their famihes. 

Result of the final examination is as follow. 

a) Total enrollment of school = 567 

b) Present in examination = 423 





This batch of 36 trainees completed their training in 1^^ April 2004. 

Another bath started from 14th May. 34 females trainees were enrolled for this 
session. Number of students in different are as follows :- 

12 in tailoring. In this duration the students learnt about the cutting, first on paper and 
then cutting cloths and sewing different cloths, baby dresses, children, female and 
males.

In the embroidery the numbers of students were 8. The trainees learnt about Pakistani 
and Afghani stitches, first they started on piece of cloths then after getting hand on it 
move to big cloths. They were also taught different kind of items such as sweaters, 
some decoration items .etc.. 

14 students were in carpet wearing. During the course tenure they were able to 
complete two small training carpets and three were left uncompleted. 

Mother and Child clinic is functioning well and befit many poor people in the 
camp the detail From JANUARY TO AUGUST 2004 is as under:
